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Prayer Books Pernicious in Poland.

The following 14 the text of the curious pro-
clamution recently issued by the Russiun Gover.
nor of Lithuanin, prolibiting the use of Polish
prayer hooks:—

“The Governor-Genersl, in bls letter of April
11, 1868, informed me that the Governor of
Minek bud pomted oat to the lute Governor-
Generanl of Wilna, Gencral Kaolmann, somo
couples of Cutholie ‘Hilj‘l'r books i the Polish
lapguage which had been taken from various
persons. These books contain, elther expressly
or by 1r|-|{!l|(:!l.tiun, phrases of relizgious fannti-
ci=m and hatrred towards the throne of Iussin,
und ntso prayers for the preservation of the
kingdom ol Poland, vith its Grand Duchy of
Litbunuis, for the «<urpation ol heretics, for
the conversion of “ac whole world 10 Catholl-
cln, v, The ccnsorofl Wilpa, to whom these
pag-ages have been sobmidted, has concluded
that the use and sale of prayer books contuln.
ing them should be forbidaen.

“His Excellency the Governor-General, also
recosnizing that the cirenlation of such prayer-
bouks smong a simple and unedoeated popala-
tion mieht exercise a verulcious influence, aud
coniribute to the mmntenanece of religions
fovaticlsm and batred for all that is Russinm,
has decided, contormably to the opiulon of the
Censor of Wilns, that it is absolutely indispen-
gable to forbld the use, sale, aud reprinting of
these books,

*With this object his Excellency hus gent meo
a list of the-e works, and orders that measures
may be tuken to potify, througk the local police,
the prohibition of selline them, under penalty of
legnl progecntion, and to cause booksellers to
bind themselves, in writiog, to return to the
authoritics, with ag lile delay as possible, any

“In communiciting thils order to the ehiefs of

nnd aleo that any such praver-books which may
be seen in the possession of individudls may at
once be taken trom them

out. At Slonim, Drohieczyn and other plices the
